Football Review 


HE football team made an auspicious opening for Pittsfield High’s sport year 

of 1941-42. The team, comprised of a majority of seniors, was determined to 
compile a better record than its two immediate predecessors, who had won only one 
game in two sea; . The task was ably accomplished, for the final records show 
that out of eight eontests which the team played they won five, lost two, and tied 
one. 

The team opened the season by overwhelming Dalton 19-0, a spectacular fifty- 
yard run by Kelley being the feature of the game. On the following Saturday, a 
capacity crowd at Dorothy Deming Park witnessed one of the most thrilling inter- 
scholastie football games in a decade. With but six minutes of the game left to play, 
the score read Greenfield 12—Pittsfield 0. However, the home town boys went on a 
rampage and scored 13 points to win the game. Pittsfield’s final 7 points came in the 
very last minute of play when Captain Procopio snatched a pass out of the ozone 
and fought his way across the goal-line. Then Mezejewski, literally “as cool as a 
cucumber”, dropped back and booted the extra point. The following week, on a 
sweltering Saturday afternoon, Pittsfield was thoroughly beaten by the powerful 
Springfield Tech squad, the final score being 12-0. Pittsfield, on the succeeding Sat- 
urday, was at home once more, and with the line and backs functioning as a unit, 
the team rolled over Albany Academy by a score of 19-0. Adams High then came to 
Pittsfield for a short, but profitable stay. Displaying a fine array of speedy backs 
and tricky plays, Adams defeated Pittsfield 19-0. On the following Saturday the 
team journeyed to North Adams where, filled with a thought of vengeance for its 
loss of the previous week, they trounced the highly-rated Drury aggregation 6-0. 
The score tells only half the battle, however, for it does not indicate that Drury was 
a badly beaten football club when the contest ended. The end of the next game 
found Pittsfield and Poughkeepsie in a 7-7 deadlock after sloshing and skidding 
around in a torrential downpour for the better part of the afternoon. Pittsfield 
ended its season Armistice Day by defeating its time-honored city rival, St. Joe, by 
a score of 20-0. The team, using juggernaut tactics, made this game a glorious end to 
a very successful season.

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Basketball Review, 1941-42 


HE fighting, purple-elad hoopsters of Pittsfield High were defeated by Searles 

in the first game of the season, an exhibition game, in which the south-Berkshire 
school nosed out the P. H. S. quintet by two points. No one who saw that contest 
would have had the temerity to prediet that before the season ended, the Shire City 
five would rise to the heights of stardom. 

Yet, as the season progressed, Pittsfield began to develop in skill and endurance. 
Like a great juggernaut the team rumbled on over smaller opponents, Bennington 
and Dalton giving way before it. Then eame the first Drury game, and with it 
came defeat. The next game was played with Adams, and again defeat. 

In January and February, Pittsfield steam-rollered through all her smaller 
opposition, St. Joe of North Adams, Williamstown, St. Joe of Pittsfield, Bennmgton, 
and Dalton, all bowing before her. The experts, however, saw only defeat in store 
as the Drury game came up. There was, it is true, a glimmer of hope, for Adams 
had the previous week defeated Drury in a elose game; and what man has done, 
man can do again. The fateful night saw a closely fought contest with well deserved 
victory, 30-27, for the plucky lads of Pittsfield High. The blitzkrieg continued, and 
six days later, Adams fell vietim by a score of 33-32. 

For the first time in the season, Pittsfield was in the basketball spot-light. 
From a ten watt team at the beginning of the season, she had burst forth into a 
veritable power-house. The result—a triple tie in the Northern Berkshire League. 
In the play-off, Adams drew the bye. Pittsfield defeated Drury in the finals, and 
Adams nosed out P. H. S., 34-28. 

It was an exciting season for the team, the school and the basketball fans. If 
one were awarding honors for excellent performance, every member of the team 
would merit an award, with tops going to Captain George Henderson and Ted 
Mezejewski, who were ehosen for the All-Berkshire Basketball Team of 1942.

HE members of the Pittsfield High Ski Team thoroughly believe in split-second 

timing. On February 28, the squad beat Deerfield Academy by the narrow 
margin of four-tenths of a point in total scoring for downhill, cross-country, and 
slalom, thereby winning the Berkshire Interscholastie Championship Meet. 

The downhill race was run on the Ghost Trail just before noon. Malcolm 
Carsley of P. H. S. sped down the trail to win by almost three seconds. Wesley 
Ashley, fifth, Ed Jadatz, tenth, Boris Grechan, and Harding Whitham comprised 
the team, winning this first event easily. 

The slalom race was run on the Lulu Slope in the afternoon, and was also won 
very easily by Carsley. He was timed at 48 seconds for the tricky 17-gate course. 
However, the team did not fare so well in this event, and finished second to Deerfield. 

Led by Malcolm Carsley, captain of the team, Mr. Leahy's boys ran the three- 
mile eross-eountry course through the birch-studded slopes of Pine Mountain to 
finish well in first place. Carsley, fighting for his third successive win, ran the route 
in twenty minutes—46 seconds faster than the number two man. By winning the 
cross-country race, Carsley took possession of the Besse-Clarke Trophy.

HROUGH the winter months of 1941 and 1942 the Pittsfield hockey team won 

six out of nine games, one of its best records in reeent years. The most out- 
standing game played was against Holyoke High in the Western Massachusetts 
Tournament, in which Pittsfield won by a score of 6 to 2, after being beaten by the 
same team three weeks before. 3 

In the first two games they were beaten by Westfield 2-1 and Holyoke 4-1, the 
main reason being lack of practice, caused by poor ice. The third game came with a 
3-2 vietory over Cathedral High of Springfield. This win started a five game win- 
ning streak that ended with defeat in the Western Massachusetts semi-finals by 
Athol High 3-1. The final game of the season was played in Williamstown against 
the Williams College freshmen. Pittsfield led 2-0 at the end of the first period, when 
the game was called because of poor ice. 

Considering the eondition of the ice and the lack of practice, the team had, on 
the whole, a successful season.

“They Also Serve" 


(Maplewood Institute Prize Essay) 
JoAN COLLINS 


VERYONE agrees that America is great. Yet it is a difficult task to single out 
among the numerous Amerieans who have distinguished themselves in various 
fields, the men who have made our country so important. We have had outstanding 
presidents, brilliant statesmen, inspired poets, and clever inventors who have been 
aeclaimed by all the world. But the list of eminent. Americans cannot end here, 
for there are others in many different fields who, due to their noteworthy deeds, 
have rendered in their own way a remarkable service to our country. 

Still, unbelievable as it may seem, there is a man who has been a shining light 
in every walk of life. He is undoubtedly the greatest man in America. He is John 
Doe. This rare person has lived for generations. Everyone knows him and has 
always known him because he started his ingenious work when our country was in 
its infancy. 

He stepped upon the stage to play his role simultaneously with the rising of the 
curtain on the pageant of America. He lived through that first winter at Jamestown, 
fighting cold and hunger; and, managing to survive, he greeted the first spring joy- 
ously. His roots were planted in American soil this first year, and they can still be 
found today—three hundred and some odd years later. 

Male and female counterparts of this common yet great man began to appear 
in large numbers, until they pcpulated thirteen colonies that bordered on the eastern 
seaboard. And finally, these ordinary men banded together in a single cause when 
they at last demanded freedem from the unjust rule of a domineering mother coun- 
try. The John Does of America were at Bunker Hill. They were also at Valley 
Forge that memorable winter, paying for liberty with bloody, frozen feet—a price 
they considered as nothing when the purehase was such a glorious one. They were at 
Saratoga and Yorktown. Yes, they managed to carry guns in every battle. They 
gave their all to the fight in their own simple way. Yet, it has been said that “The 
greatest truths are the simplest; and so are the greatest men." 


We were fortunate to have such very learned men as the founding fathers of the 
Constitution. These far-sighted individuals worked unwearyingly, looking into the 
future as they planned the written law of the land. "There were present at the Con- 
stitutional Convention delegates largely representing the property-holding class 
of people. These included lawyers, government officials, financiers, plantation own- 
ers, and even soldiers. Yet John Doe was there, too, and he was pleading for the 
cause of the common people. His suggestions were to benefit all classes, not just the 
privileged. He was the middle way; he was unprejudiced. 

Then came ratification and adoption. A new government, giving to its people 
the natural rights they deserved, giving them the power no other nation gives to its 
members, was ready to be tested. The first office holders were able as well as non- 


partisan in their outlook. The pendulum began to swing with a steady movement. 
But it was not very long before the non-partisan element gave way to two distinet 
political parties. Now, two men with different opinions vied with each other to fill 
every office. These contestants, as have all others since that time, considered John 
Doe very eautiously. For, whomever this important man favored would be victori- 
ous in the election. 

The thirteen colonies and the four million people of 1790 could not bind in the 
rapidly growing nation. There was to the west a vast stretch of land, rich in natural 
resourees, but as yet a wilderness. Hardy explorers had penetrated its depths and 
had even trekked a pathway to the Paeifie eoast. They beat the paths but did not 
settle. "This latter task was left to John Doe, who, with his friends, pushed the fron- 
tier farther and farther toward the west. He had to withstand the attacks of Indian 
tribes, of hunger, cold, and poverty. He was a pioneer, a builder, the man who bore 
the burden, that those who followed might find safety and a real home. 

The frontier did not last very long, and soon the term “frontiersman” became 
a thing of the past. The West was quickly becoming populated, and Indian raids 
were fewer and far between. Conditions in general were prosperous in comparison 
with the critical colonial period. But all the troubles were far from being solved. A 
larger nation brought greater problems for John Doe to shoulder; but, in his usual 
competent manner, he came through with flying colors. 

Probably the greatest problem of all was World War Number One—which we 
fought to preserve our freedom on the seas. John Doe went “Over There" with the 
“Yanks;” he bought Liberty Bonds to finance the huge costs of modern warfare; 
and he brought out of “Tin Pan Alley" songs that started all Americans singing in a 
vietory tempo. 

Today John Doe is faced with an even greater problem—the preservation of a 
demoeraey. This is going to be the hardest struggle that Mr. Doe has ever had to 
cope with. Everything that he has fought for is at stake. But he is willing to make 
every sacrifice necessary “in order to gain the inevitable triumph—so help us God.” 
To do this he is buying War Savings stamps, he is facing higher tax rates, dispensing 
with luxuries that he would ordinarily have in time of peace, and giving up his life if 
necessary. 

Who is this John Doe who has done so much for America? Why, he is the sym- 
bol of every American! Surely it is the John Does, working together, who have made 
America great. They play the leading roles in the pageant that is America's. They 
will always play the major roles as long as there is a government by the people. The 
truth of the greatness of John Doe is pointedly expressed in the quotation: 

“No man is so great as mankind."
